THE DUBBIN MURDER CASE. I 


Failure of tbe Effort to Secure An- 


other Continuance. 


Selecting a Jury. 


From Tuesdatfi Daily. 


The sensational case of The People vs. 


Charles Dnrbin, arrested and jailed on 
the 28th of last March for the murder ot 
an infant female child, born to Emily 
Dunn out of wedlock, is now on trial in 
the circuit ci urt before Judge Hughes. 
The caee was called yesterday at 2 p. m, 
but time was asked by counsel for the 
defendant in order to prepare an affidavit 
for a continuance. It was expected that 
the document would be ready for sub- 
mission to the court at B o'clock last even- 
ing, but the attorney did not report, and 
the hearing of the affidavit, which was 
not signed by Durbin until this morning, 
went over until this forenoon. It was 
presented at about 9:30 a. m, and alter 
detailing the alleged facts connected with 
the finding of the body on the south bank 
of the Sangamon in March, it set forth 
that the defendant could not go to 
trial without the presence of import- 
ant expert testimony—that of parties 
at St Louis and Chicago experienced in 
the handling and exnminati'jn ot bodies 
found in streams. It was alleged in the 
affidavit that Durbin did not kill the 
child, and that the desired expert testi- 
timony would satisfy the judge and jury 
that, under the conditions of the body as 
reported by Dre. Chenoweth and Harsha, 
who made the post mortem examination, 
he could not have killed the babe on the 
7th of March, the evening of its disap- 
pearance, twenty-one days before it was 
found in the river bottom. The defend- 
ant claimed that he did know that the 
expert witnesses could not be here, and 
as he had no money to bring them here 
at this time, he asked that the case be 
continued until January. The motion 
for the continuance was resisted by 
State's Attorney Vail and hie associate, 
Mr. Mills; and both W. 0. Johns and 
Lawyer Asbcratt, of Vandalia, urged in

specious arguments that the prayer be 
granted. After all had spoken, Judge 
Hughes briefly disposed of the motion 
by saying, "Motion over-ruled," when the 
clerk proceeded to call a jury to hear the 
testimony. 


It will be recalled that Duibin was in- 


timate with Emily Dunn, who came here 
from Vandalia in the fall ot 1884. 
After 


the birth of her infant, she lived with 
Solomon Shively and family. The latter 
part of April Dnrbin came up from Van- 
dalia and met Emily. He had previously 
written letters to her, which are in pos- 
session of tbe prosecution. On the even- 
ing of March 7th, Emily took her baby 
from Shively's house and came down 
town to meet Durbin. Emily did not re- 
turn to Shively's house that night until 
after 10 o'clock. She was accompanied 
by Dnrbin; the absence of the child 
was noted, and Emily told Mrs. Shively 
that Durbin had given it to a party 
at the depot, who were going west. On 
March 28th, 21 days after, the dead body 
of an infant female child was found on 
the river bank below the water works, 
and at the inquest it was identified as the 
missing child ot Emily Dunn. Mrs. 
Shively knew it was the same babe from 
its clothing, the way it was put on, and 
the color of its hair. On March 16th 
Durbin married Miss Dunn and they 
lived together at Shively's house. When 
the body was found both Dunn and his 
wife were arrested on a charge of mur- 
der, but at the May term of court the 
grand jury failed to indict her and she 
was discharged. She left for her home 
near Vandalia. The theory of the prose- 
cution is that Durbin took the child from 
its mother and threw it either dead or 
alive into the Sangamon river from the 
top of the Illinois Central railroad bridge. 
The river was out of its banks at the 
time, which accounts for the failure to 
discover the body until after the water 
had fallen.

At the openit g of the circuit court this 


morning, the attorneys in the People VP. 
Charles Durbin case, indicted for the 
murder of an infant female child last 
March, resumed their efforts to secure a 
competent jury ot twelve men to hear the 
testimony that is to be offered. The reg- 
ular panel of 24 men was exhausted yes- 
terday, when a special venire brought in 
20 more. These grew beautifully less, 
and another venire for BO more was issued 
by direction cf the court. 


It appears that the particulars ot this 


case are preUy wall known to the people 
of the county. Nearly every man had 
heard about th<> affair or read of it in 
the county newspapers, and most of them 
had formed an opinion. The question ot 
inflicting capital punishment in case 
Durbm's guilt was p'oven, was another 
troublesome feature which worried not 
only the parties examined but also the 
attorneys, The attempt to get gentlemen 
examined as to their qualifications to 
pledge themselves for or against hanging 
in advance, were promptly choked off by 
the Judge, and to moBt of his rulings 
Mr. Johns took exceptions. 


Charles Durbin listens quietly to the 


proceeding?, while he strokes his mus- 
tache and glances about the room at in- 
tervals. Near him are his brother, John 
Durbin, and wile, bis sister, Mrs. Jemes 
Bethards, and her husband; Mrs. Hugh

of Maroa Saturday night, which grew 
out of > a street fight and the attempted 
arrest of Stephen Lowe. 
During Satur- 


day fcvening Jesse McGrew and Stephen 
Lowe had a fight in front of the bakery, 
and Marshal Roberts, the only regular 
policeman, took McGrew in custody, 
Lowe going off home. Justice Craig was 
summoned to his office to dispose of Mo- 
Grew, and the room rapidly filled np 
with an excited and curious crowd, which 
became somewhat unmanageable. In a 
few moments a warrant was issued for 
the arrest of Stephen Lowe, and as the 
marshal had McGrew in custody and was 
needed in the office, the justice deputized 
Lis BOD, Luke Craig, to take the warrant 
and bring Lowe into court. Craig start- 
ed for the Lowe residence, but on reach- 
ing the gate he found a brother of the 
young man, Emanuel Lowe, who told 
the special officer not to go through that 
gate or there would be trouble. Craig 
proceeded to go in, when it IB alleged 
Emanuel caught hold of Craig's coat and 
slashed him with a long-bladed penknife, 
cutting a deep and ugly gash in his left 
side near the hip. The cut ia five inches 
long and three inches deep. Craig im- 
mediately took hold of hie assailant and 
gave him a good pounding and with the 
assistance of a man took him off to jail. 
Then friends took Craig to his home, 
where a doctor dressed his wounds. They 
are not believed to be fatal, but they are 
serious and will require skillful treat- 
ment, 


The cutting affray and fight at the 


Lowe gate increased the excitement and 
filled the streets with men and boys; and 
while everybody was moving about, John 
Lowe, in a heat of passion, went into 
Justice Craig's 
office andi had some 


threatening words with the magistrate. 
The Justice alleges that John drew a 
knife on him, and repeatedly threatened 
to kill him. The Justice put John out 
of the office into the hall, but while do- 
ing so he waa struck at several times by 
the excited young man. In the hall the 
Justice says John begged to be let go, 
and he would behave himself. 


This forenoon both Emanuel and John 


Lowe were brought to Decatur by Mar- 
shal Boberts and placed in custody of 
Sheriff Foster. Justice Craig came down 
as did also Lon Humphrey, who is a 
friend ot the Lowe Brothers. Emanuel 
Lowe has a pair ot eyes placed in deep 
mourning, and there is a bloody place on 
tbe bridge of his nose. 


The facts were related to State's Attor- 


ney Vail this forenoon and he drew up 
state warrants against both Emanuel and 
John Lowe, charging each with having 
made an assault with intent to commit 
murder. The prisoners were taken be- 
fore Justice MeGorray, 
The examina- 


tion, by agreement, waa fixed for Satur- 
day, Nov. 14th. The bond of John was 
fixed at 9500 and that ot Emanuel at 
82,000. In default of the same both were 
committed to jail.

That Smokeless Engine. 


Frank Bloom, the traveling engineer, 


was in charge of the Jacksonville accom- 
modation locomotive on Tuesday, when 
the Barnes and Hurd party took a trip 
over the rond, and Horace Morgan was 
the conductor. It was a trip to give the 
party an opportunity of seeing the work- 
ings of a smoke-consuming engine. Ot 
the engine the Springfield Journal says: 


The signal was given, the train moved 


off, Hnd the company experienced a nov- 
elty in railway traveling, that of being 
rid of the annoyance of smoke and cin- 
ders which fly from the locomotive, for 
engine No. 1676 was equipped with a 
smoke-consumer, the invention of Mr, 
Barnes, superintendent of machinery and 
motive power of the Wabash System. 
The engine is a very handsome one, has 
an extension boiler, the drive wheels are 
5 feet 11 inches in diameter, and she 
weighs 40 tons. She was built at tbe 
shops in Springfield under the personal 
supervision of Mr. Barnes. The feature 
of tbe engine was the smoke-consumer, 
and that feature is a success. It differs 
from other inventions of like character 
for locomotives, in that it not only con- 
sumes its own smoke, bat that by its ap- 
plication a great saving of fuel ia had. 
This is evidenced by the fact that in mak- 
ing the round trip from Deoatur to Jack- 
sonville No. 1576 consumes two tons less 
coal than other machines of equal weight 
and power. Whether working up a heavy 
grade, running either at slow or fast 
speed, nothing is emitted from the smoke 
stack but a thin white film, the exhaust 
steam from tbe cylinders. Daring the 
trip the party were permitted to ride on 
the engine and the workings of the in- 
vention were explained to them, and 
again at Jacksonville by Mr, Barnes," 


A Farm Dwelling; Burned.

The large two-story frame dwelling of 


ten rooms on tbe farm of Reuben Betzer, 
in Whitmore township, caught fire on 
Friday at about noon from a defective 
fine, and in n ehort time it burnt to the 
ground, leaving only the chimneyi stand- 
ing.

Mr. end Mrs. Betzer hap- 
pened to be at the farm nt the time ot 
the ooEflngratioD, Mr. B. being abont 
half a mile away when ho noticed thai 
the house was in flames, The men were 
also away at work, but they harried to 
the scene as qniokly as possible—too late 
to prevent tbe loss.

The New York Campaign.

The New York campaign is warm- 


ing up. Intelligent observers say 
that the feeling in the Republican 
ranks amounts to a real enthusiasm, 
and that a more spirited canvass, so 
far as die masses of the party are 
concerned, is being made than was 
made at the Presidential election of 
1884. 
The connection of Hill, the 


Democratic candidate for Governor, 
with the Tweed ring, haa been BO 
established in popular belief, that 
something like a renewal of the old 
uprising against that corrupt cabal 
is being witnessed throughout the 
state. The Republican and inde- 
pendent press are pushing this ques- 
tion with force and adroitness be- 
fore the people, and there is a real 
popular awakening on the subject.

modes of redress are under consid- 
eration. Among the remedies, or 
rather the penalties, provided in the 
constitutional amendments for the 
refusal by any state to secure a full 
and fair exercise of the suffrage is 
that providing for reducing the rep- 
resentation of such a state in Con- 
gress and in the Electoral College. 
This is becoming the popular na- 
tional issue. It can not be made 
too prominently nor too emphatically 
the leading demand of the Republi- 
can party. 


A NiiiBEE of grave charges against 


Mr. Cleveland have been made by 
Democrats of the dyed-in-the-wool 
sort, but none other so grave as that 
put forth by a politician who called 
at the White House last week. He 
called to make argument for Vin- 
cent, the deposed Chief Justice of 
New Mexico, and told the President 
that Vincent was a good Democrat.

cinnati are fraudulent. 
But nobody 


appears to know how the fraud can 
be corrected and punished.

is some doubt as to whether the

Is enjc ined upon the members, the secretary 
e\ en departing when the balloting begins, but 
It was stated on good authority that Decatur, 
Dlxon and Springfield each received three 
voles during the session, without the vote of 
Gen Wallace, who, it was said, oast his ballot 
each time forKookford. On this report Gen. 
Wallace was fairly besieged after the meeting 
by the advocates of the different places, but 
he remained uon committal. Tbe members of 
the commission are becoming pretty well tiled 
out with the contest, and are about ready to 
decide the matter to get rid of It. 


Deoatnr seems to remain along at the 


head ot the procession, receiving three 
votes, With Gen Wallace's vote we will 
•win. No decisive news to-day. 


The Chicago Times has this to say of

It is alleged that Diion, Springfield and De- 
catur each received three votes during the 
atternoon, only lacking one of a major- 
ity o> the board, and thus securing the 
victory. Gen Wallace, it appears, is regarded 
aa having the casting of the controlling vote 
Hailing from Chicago, and having no constit- 
uents to ser\e In the matter of location, the 
general is said to have voted singly and con-

Mr. Beecher reviewed Grant's life at 


West Point, his service in Mexico anc

without civil experience, without literary 
gifts; too diffident to be ambitious; too 
modest to put himself forward; too 
honest to be a politician, he was ol all 
men least likely to attain eminence, and 
was absolutely unfitted apparently for 
pre-eminence.

He 
had but one motive, and as intense as life; 
itself—the subjugation o'f the rebellion 
and the restoration ol the broken Union.

final, this dreadful

was tender toward his late adversaries 
as a woman toward her son.

"When this array is whipped it will nol 


want any provisions." 


All summer, all the autumn, all the 


winter, all the spring and early summer 
again he hammered Lee with blow on 
blow, until at Appofnattox the great but 
not greatest Southern General went to 
the ground. Grant was a grciat fighter, 
but not a fighter only. His mind took in 
the whole Held of war—as wide and com- 
plex as any that ever Napoleon knew. 
He combined in his piano the operations 
of three armies, and for the flrst time In 
the war the whole of the Union forces 
were acting In concert. 
The fame of his 


Generals was as dear to him as was his 
own. 
BWhen Lincoln was dead, Vlce-Presi- 
deut Johnson became President, a man 
well fitted lor carrying on n fight, but 
not skilled ID| peace. With a morbid 
sense of justice he determined that the 
leaders of the rebellion should be made 
to suffer as examples, tas if the death 
ol all the first-born, the desolation of 
every Southern home, the impoverished 
condition and bankruptcy of every citi- 
zen were not example enough. He or- 
dered Lee to be arrested. Grant refused. 
When Johnson would have employed 
the army to effect his purpose, Grant, 
with quick and noble rebellion, refused 
obedience to his superior, and, arranging 
to take from his hands all military con- 
trol, repressed the President's 
wild 


temper and savage purpose of dishonor- 
ing justice. 


Having brought the long and dis- 


astrous war to a close, in his own heart, 
Grant would have chosen to have rested 
upon his laurels and lived a retired life. 
It was not to be permitted. He was 
called to the Presidency by universal ac- 
claim, and It fell to him to conduct a 
campaign of reconstruction, even more 
burdensome than the war.

Washington was eminent In statesman- 
ship, but then he was not a great Gener- 
al; at any rate, he bad no opportunity to 
develop the fact. 
In the readjustment 


ol the political relations of the South, 
Grant was wise, generous and magnai- 
mous In his career as a man; he wa» 
without vice, with an absolute hatred of 
lies and Ineradicable 
lova ol truth;

neither 
envious 
of 
others, 


nor selfish for himself. 
With a zeal 


for the public good unfeigned, he has 
left to memory only such weakness as 
connect him with humanity, and such 
virtues as will rank him with heroes.

Meeting of Subscribers to the 


$250,000 Fund in New 


York Yesterday. 


Jay Gould Objeots to the Manner 


Which the Trustees Hava Dis- 


charged Their Duties.

NEW YORK, October 23.—At the meet- 


ing of subscribers to the Grant $250,000 
fund held yesterday In Oliver Hoyt's of- 
fice, Jay Gould, one of the 
subscribers, 


found fault with the managers ol the 
fund. 
He said he would like to know 


why he and other subscribers have never 
been notified of a meeting nor Invited to 
take part in the management of the 
money. 
He thought the fund should 


have been invested In Government bonds, 
and 
advised 
that 
It be so placed 


now. 
Mr. 
Hoyt 
explained 
that 


the Investment 
In 
Wabash 
bonds 


was made at the urgent solicitation ol 
ex-Governor Morgan. It was agalnstthe 
indgment ol the trustees to buy the 
bonds on their merits, but upon Mr. Mor- 
gan's guaranteeing the interest they In- 
vested «216,000 In them. The rest ol the 
food was kept loaned out on call. 
As a 


matter of fact the lund never amounted 
to $250,000. 
One $5,000 subscription 


and several smaller ones were never col- 
lected. Interest was sometimes allowed 
to accumulate at flrst, but after the 
Grant & Ward failure General Grant 
asked lor the interest, amounting to 3700 
or 8800, and it was paid him. Part of 
the money not inve stcd in Wabash bonde 
was put into Nic kel-Plale bonds. Mr, 
Hoyt wished to state that ho was as 
much responsible as Mr. Geo. Jones was 
for these investments. The trustees had 
done as they considered best. lie had 
himself made up deficiencies caused by 
default in interest. 


llenry Day, an executor of the Mor- 


gan estate, argued that the Investment 
in Wabash bonds was a good one; that 
the interest was higher than on Govern- 
ment bonds, and the guarantee of the 
estate perfectly sate. 


Mr. J. T. Terry, a trustee of the fund, 


stated that the deficiency amounted to 
828,200. Mr. Gould said that ho and 
Mr. C. P. Uuntlngton stood ready to pay 
their share to complete the fund making 
it 8250,000. 
Mr. George Jones said he was heartily 


sick of newspaper attacks on him In con- 
nection with the fund. 
He did notwlsh 


to have the onerous cares of its manage- 
ment any longer. He put In a written 
statement of his transaction as trustee, 
and requested to be released from further 
obligations. 


A resolution offered by Judge Noah 


Davis was then agreed to by Mr. Jones, 
who held proxies for 
seven-eighths 


of ths subscribers,

appointed a committee to prepare the 
necessary documents lor the legal trans- 
fer ol the fund in pursuance of this reso- 
lution. The meeting then adjourned to 
reassemble upon notice of the com- 
pletion of the documents. 


Ths Grant Benefit Fund. 


NEW YORK, October 23.—A meeting of 


the subscribers to the Grant benefit fund 
was held yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of deciding what disposal should bo 
made of the $260,000 fund raised for the 
late General Grant. It was voted that 
the fund be continued for the benefit of 
Mrs. Grant, to be disposed of by her as 
she sees fit. Since the General's death 
the income from the fund has been paid 
regularly to Mrs. Grant. It is stated that 
Mrs. Grant has already provided lor the 
disposal of the money after her death by 
will, when It will bo equally divided be- 
tween her daughter, Mrs. Sartoris, and 
her three daughters-in-law. 


A City Council Sent to Jail. 


Naw ORLEANS, LA., October 23.—Two 


weeks ago Judge Rlghtor mandamused 
the City Council to provide for the pay- 
ment of certain witness fees. At the 
next meeting ol the Council they failed 
to do so, and were cited to appear lor 
contempt.

WiSHiMGTOX, D. C., October 28.— 


President Cleveland yesterday afternoon 
issued a notice to the public stating 
that: 


For nearly eight months a laree share ol 
the time of the President has been devoted 
to the hearing o( applications for office and 
the determination of appointments. Much 
of the time thns spent has undoubtedly sub. 
served the public good, some of It has been 
sacrificed to the Indulgence of people In 
their natural insistence upon useless In- 
terviews, and some of It has been unjustifia- 
bly wasted. The public welfare and a due 
regard for the claims of those whose 
Interests In the Government are entirely dis- 
connected with office holding, Imperatively 
demand that In the future the time of the 
I'resldent should be differently occupied, 
and he conflilen'ly expects that all good cit- 
izens will acquiesce In the propriety and 
reasonableness of the following plan adopt- 
ed and suggestions to that end: 
After the 1st day of November the Presi- 
dent will decline to grant Interviews to 
those seeking public positions, or their ad- 
vocates. 
On Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays during that month, from ten to 
eleven o'clock in the morning, he will re- 
ceive such other persons as call on strictly 
public business, and on the same days at 
half past one In the afternoon, he will meet 
those who merely desiro to pay their re- 
opects. On all other days and times during 
that month lie will receive only Cabinet ot* 
fleers and heads of departments. 


The Tarifl Question.

Surgeon-General of the Marine Hospital 
Seivice baa receivad a report from Sur- 
geon Murray, in charge of the GnU 
Quarantine Station at Ship Island, that 
there are three cases of yellow lever at 
the station. They were taken from tbe 
schooner Indianola, which had just ar- 
rived from Havana. It is expected that 
two of the cases will prove fatal.

portant part ol the testimony. 
Mr. Fish 


identified a large number of letters that 
passed between himself and Ward. 
In 


his replies to the questions he epoke in 
an emphatic and positive manner that 
appeared to carry decided weight, and 
aroused not a little sympathy. 


His testimony as to the Marine Bank's 


strained condition preceding the failure 
was another important part of his ex- 
amination. Every movement ol the wit- 
ness was watched by tbe spectators with 
intense Interest. When, as on several 
occasions, his anger was aroused by 
questions pnt to him by the counsel for 
tbe defense, It was plain that public 
sympathy was with him, and when In re- 
ply to tbe question what his occupation 
was he spoke np sharply and defiantly, 
"a convict," 
there was a sensation 


throughout the room. 


The day was important in the case as 


weaving more closely about Ward the 
net which Is fast closing upon him.

ed by Assistant District Attorneys Nicoll 
and Purely.
